derson, yesterday in which 13 people 
w ere killed oui right and 28 w ere more 
or less injured.

At th e tim e the accident occurred 
th e ill-fated train was running at a 
high ra te of speed in order to m ake 
up time. 
T he road at th e point w here 
the w reck occurred is in a rough coun­ 
try, the curves being sharp and the 
grades heavy, 
it was when rounding 
a curve th a t the train lett the track. 
it is said, on account of a broken rail. 
The train was going a t such a rate 
of speed th at the te n d er and engine 
landed 75 feet from w here they left 
the rails. 
T he cars behind piled up 
against th e engine, caught fire and a!! 
were consum ed except the sleepers. : 
A private car owned by T h om as Ryan 
of Bay City, Mich., with his family j 
aboard, w as attached to the rea r of 
the train, but it was pulled away be­ 
fore th e fire reached it and no one 
in it w as injured. 
AU th e injured In 
the coaches just behind the express 
and baggage cars were crem ated . The 
people in the sleepers were saved with 
the assistan ce of the uninjured pas- j 
sengers. 
T he wrecked train w as the Calves- 
ton, H arrisb u rg and San Antonio west 
bound passenger No. 9 and consisted 
ot an engine, mail ear. baggage car. 
one coach, one chair car. three tourist 
sleepers, one Pullm an sleeper and one 
private car. 
T he mail car, th e bag 
gage car and coaches w ere piled to­ 
gether ag ain st the engine and wore 
ablaze In a few seconds. 
It was im ­ 
possible to move any of th e coaches 
oi the to u rist cars, as th ey were all 
off the rails and they w ere soon con 
sumed by the flames. 
So soon as it 
was possible to get in com m unication 
with the division h ead q u arters relief 
trains with surgeons and physicians 
were started from El Paso, Del Rio 
and Sanderson, picking up along the 
line all the surgeons that could be 
found. 
All of the injured who w ere in
